Bergen, Trondheim Captured From 
Germans: Residents Flee Norwav’s 
Capital in Panic. 


LONDON, April 11 (Thursday)—(AP)— 
British warships, pounding again and again at 
the German invaders of Norway, were reported 
today in dispatches from the north to have 
pointed their big guns at Oslo, demanding the 
surrender of the city by its Nazi garrison, dur- 
ing a proud and bitter day of sea battle from 
one end of the ‘“‘Hitler-protected” Scandi- 
navian kingdom to the other. 


Two Norwegian cities, Bergen and Trond- 
heim, already were reported to have been taken bv British 
landing parties after one day of German occupation. 

Delayed dispatches from Sweden did not say what mA 
pened at Oslo after 1 p. m. (6 a. m. Atlanta time), when the” | 
reported British deadline for the surrender of the city expired, 


But the Stockholm reports said that units of the British 
navy penetrated Oslo fjord, rocky sea approach to the occu- 
pied capital, this morning, aided by coastal guns still held by 
Norwegian forces. | 

The wide sweep of British naval action embraced a vicious 
and successful attack against German troopships and war- 
ships in the Skaggerak and one or more raids on the impor~ 

tant ore shipping port of Narvik. 

An unconfirmed report from Stockholm, cireulated by 
the Reuter (British) News Agency, placed the German losses 
in last night's Skagerrak naval battle at four cruisers and 
two or three large troop transports. 

This report also said the 5,400-ton German cruiser Emden 
was. believed to be the German warship which was sunk in 
Oslo fjord by the Norwegian cruiser Olaf Tryggvason. This 
ship was identified first as a German destroyer, and later as 
a warship of the Deutschland class. 

All day long Britain struck blow after blow at Germany 
with her air and naval might along the entire western coast 
of Norway and far into the Baltic sea approaches, fighting 
a constant chain of bitter battles which may hold the key 
to the fate of Scandinavia and the European war itself.

Fifteen pounds of burnished 
steel and brass, with lines as sev- 
erely beautiful as a work of mod- 
ern stylized sculpture, gleams cold- 
ly in the light of his office win- 
dow’. 

“Here,” he says, “is a very po- 
tent guarantee of peace—for the 
United States! 

“This is our new _ three-inch 
anti-aircraft shell, made here at 
Frankford. No ‘other army has 
anything to compare with it 
They only wish they had.” 

Delicate Works. 

His pencil points, through a cut- 
out segment, to a bewildering as- 
sembly of tiny gears, cams and 
levers in the nose—a mechanism 
as delicate as the works of a fine- 
ly made watch. 

“And this is the new mechanical 
fuse, another Frankford product. 
Anything comparable to it in del- 
icacy and accuracy would be pro- 
hibitive to most foreign armies 
because of cost.”
